Paris, Nov. 30 — (JP) — Britain 
withdrew in the United Nations 
today Its demand that the Negev 
desert of southern Palestine be 
taken from Israel. 
Harold Beeley of Britain told 
the 58-nation political committee 
Britain is withdrawing her blan- 
ket endorsement of the plan of 
Count Folke Bernadotte, the assas- 
sinated Palestine mediator. 
The BernadoLte plan would take 
the Negev from Israel and give 
her western Galilee. The Jews 
claim the desert unue» the 1947 
general assembly partition bound- 
aries. Their military forces now 
occupy western Galilee. 
A British spokesman said his 
country's nevr position does -not en- 
dorse the partition plan but gives 
it more weight than the Berna- 
dotte recommendations. 
The spokesman said that, in ef- 


fect, Britain's position has moved 
almost parallel to that of the 
United States. The U. S. has said 
Israel should be given the 1947 
partition plan boundaries, but if 
she wants more, the state must be 
prepared to make concessions. 
This is regarded as meaning Is- 
rael cannot have both the southern 
Palestine desert of the Negev and 
western Galilee, which is in north- 
ern Palestine. 
The Bernadotte plan, proposed 
in the final report by the slain me- 
diator, would give the Negev to the 
Arabs and western Galilee to the 
Jews. 
Last year's partition plan gave 
the Negev to Israel and western 
Galilee to the Arabs. 
Both Jews and Arabs opposed 
the Bernadotte plan. 
The Jews 
did so because they said loss of 
the Negev would reduce Israel's 
territory by three-fifths and they 
needed the area for future colon- 
ization. 


The Arabs fought the plan-be- 
cause they said it would be a f oiTi 
of -recognition of the exjstence~;of 
-a Jewish state.

The-British spokesman said'Brit-' 
ain still insists on Bernadotte's 
recommendations for making the 
port terminals and oil installations 
and .the Lydda airport free areas. 
He said Britain hoped the final 
Palestine resolution would be a 
joint British and American affair. 
This wo-jld bring about for the 
first time a parallel British and 
American policy in the Middle 
East.

Here are some events, outlined by James Marlow, 


Washington Associated Press feature writer, which show 
in the present college generation some growth of apprecia- 
tion for a man as a man in spite of his color: 


Levi Jackson, a Negro, unanimously was elected cap- 


tain of the Yale football team. 


Frank S. Jones, a Negro, warn chosen student manager 


of the Harvard football team. 


Thomas W. Gibbs, a Negro, was pledged a member 


of the Phi Kappa Psi fraternity at Amherst College over 
the protest of the national fraternity. The Amherst chap- 
ter was suspended by the national fraternity before 
Gibbs was initiated. 


Lafayette College refused to play in the Sun Bowl 


football game at El Paso, Tex., on New Year's Day be- 
cause college officials said state laws there discriminated 
against its Negro halfback. 


The New York Times and The Herald - Tribune 


thought the events important enough to treat them as 
autstanding news. 


Some one from another country, teeing those events 


considered prime news, would realize racial tolerance in 
this country is far from widespread. 


If it were, only Jackson's election would have been 


news, since the election of a. Yale captain always is; the El 
Paso incident wouldn't have happened; and the other two 
events would not have been unusual enough to be news. 


But all those events are only one of the five ways in 


which attacks are being made on the problem of racial 
and religious prejudice and discrimination, more and more 
every year: 


1. By individual groups acting for themselves, such 


as the students at the schools mentioned. They've knock- 
ed a few bricks out of the walls of prejudice, if only in 
their own backyard. 


2. By written and spoken words: 
In newspapers, 


magazines, on the radio and in discussion groups. And 
this includes education at home and in schools. 


3. By individual states. The states themselves can try 


—and many have—in -their own way to solve the problem 
which makes some of their citizens second class citizens 
because of their race, color or religious beliefs. 


4. By the U. S. Supreme Court. 
5. By the federal government—the President or Con- 


gress—issuing orders or passing laws which knock down 
discrimination. 


The roots of prejudice in this country are so deep, 


that no one of the five attacks on it can solve the problem. 


But all five, taken together, have a steady impact en, 


and against, discrimination and prejudice, and whittle some 
of them away.

The British colonial office tells 
us that 3 percent of Britons think 
the United States still is one of the 
colonies.

For one thing1 the average Brit- 


on has no idea of the vast expanse 
of America. Because he is able to 
move about his snug little island 
so easily he is utterly flabbergasted 
to learn that it, is 'more than a 
short ride by train from New York 
to Chicago, or to the west coast, 
for that matter. 
Many folk believe that cavaf? 
Indians still rove the plain* near 
Chicago. 
They also think (per- 
haps due to our motion picture 
westerns) that the "wild west" la 
full of two-gun men who 
shoot 


from the hip. Gangsterism is a 
predominant feature of our life, 
they believe. 
Quite apart from these utrange 


beliefs, the British also find many 
oddities in our characteristic* and 
habits. 
It's all too true that then U 
widespread misunCerstandlnffa of 
the U. S. among Englishmen. This 
is due to lack of public Interest. 
England is pretty much self con- 


tained la thia particular. 


Of coun* (t is equally true that 
America, has some strange ideas 
about Britain though my obser- 
vation is that we know vastly more 
about England than th« does) about 
us. Apropos of tab, Lord Halifax 
made a neat quip in a recent 
speech before the English speaking 
union in Britain. He asld "the peo- 
ple in the .United States are almost 
aa pleased to see that Princes* 
mizabeth ha* had a mm. a* we 
are," adding: 
"That new feeling 
ha* come 
about because the American- na- 
tion has, In the last few' yearn, 
coma to' understand that George 
the third la really dead." 
Talk about ene world! 
What 
hop*, when eren two old JLHies like 
America and Britain don't know 
each other! 
It strikes thia column that it's 
about tine we/ inaugurate some

international 
educational

First-class mail is entitled to 


"directory service" by skilled post 
office clerks who will try to trace 
down addressees who have moved 
since you mailed your Christmas 
cards last year. 


Only first-class mail will be for- 


warded from one address to the 
other or returned to the sender 
without collection of 
aclditiona1 


postage if the addressee is not lo- 
cated. It will come back, that is, 
provided you make sure to place 
your 
return 
address 
on each 
Christmas card you mail. 


However, if you decide anyhow 


to mail your Christmas cards with 
l^i - cent stamps — keep your 
tongue in your cheek and off that 
flap! Third-class mail must not be 
sealed and must not contain per- 
sonal messages, although a hand- 
written signature is permissible. 
Only one etfort is m?de to deliver 
it—and if the address is incorrect 
or incomplete, your cheerful but
